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OUR COAST DEFENCE. 


A YEAR after the outbreak of our Civil War, on the 
28d of April, 1863, Mr. Frank P. Blair, Jr., presented 
in the House of Representatives, from the Committee 
on Military Affairs, a most able and exhaustive report 
on the subject of our coast defence. It was published 
in an octavo volume of 528 pages, and among the docu- 
ments accompanying it were the numerous reports on 
the subject presented to Congress from time to time 
through the Department of War or of the Navy. These 
included reports by H. Wager Halleck, Jos. G. Totten, 
Rene E. De Russy, W. H. Chase, and Richd. Delafield, 
of the Army, and O. Morris, M. C. Perry, R. B. Cun- 
ningham, 8. F. Dupont, John A. Dahlgren, Charles 
Stewart, and J. Lanman, of the Navy. As stated 
in the report of Mr. Blair these several documents pres- 
ented in a clear light the principle that ‘‘invulnerability 
to all attacks, except those of an extraordinary charac- 
ter, is the most perfect insurance attainable by a power 
ful and peaceful nation against the calamity of war.” 
The committee, of which Mr. Blair was chairman, set 
forth at length the necessity for providing adequate 
means for excluding hostile ships from our harbors and 
detaining invading armies on shipboard until a defen- 
sive force could be rallied, and ‘‘for the constitution 
and permanent maintenance of an army or navy suffi- 
cient in numbers and excellence to command respect 
both at home and abroad.” Among the specific meas- 
ures proposed were the construction of channels for 
gunboats from the Gulf of Mexico up the Mississippi 
and Illinois Rivers, and from the Atlantic Ocean up the 
Hudson River and into the lakes, and from one lake 
into any other; a decided increase in our facilities for 
supplying ships and ordnance, and the establishment of 
another Military Academy in the West and a Naval 
Academy in the Northeast, the academies to be opened 
to the education, in addition to those receiving congres- 
sional appointments, of suitable young men whose 
parents may be willing to pay their expenses and sub- 
ject them to all the established rules and requirements. 

Another point urged was the construction of some 
means of military communication between the river 
Missouri and the bay of San Francisco. This the de- 
velopment of our Pacific Railroad system has now pro- 
Vided. The constructicn of a chain of interior water 
communications from the bay of New York and the St. 
Lawrence to New Orleans, via the lakes and the Missis- 
sippi, was also suggested, and one along the coast from 
Boston to New Orleans. Toward this last we have 
progressed, after twenty-one years, so far as to secure 
the appointment of a board to consider the subject. 
None of the other suggestions of the committee have 
been acted upon. 

Meunwhile the rapid advance in naval development 
has changed the whole problem of coast defence, 80 
far as relates to the character of the fortifications re- 
quired. What these changes are up to date, and what 
are Our present requirements to secure adequate protec- 

tion for our coasts, is shown in a volume entitled “ At- 
tack and Defence of Coast Fortifications,” by Captain 
Edward Maguire, Corps of Engineers, U. 8S. A., (D. 
Van Nostrand). As Captain Maguire shows, the 
Changes of the last generation have not lessened the 
importance of fortifications as the main defence of 
Coasts and harbors, however much they may have en- 
larged the role and increased the importance of auxi- 

defences, such as submarine mines and movable 
torpedoes, More powerful guns will be required to 
Keep hostile vessels off at longer range and heavier 
Works will be required to accomplish the same result. 
Stone must give place to iron in casemated batteries, 





and earthen parapets at least forty feet in thickness 
should be provided for open unarmored batteries which | 


are still useful in localities sufficiently high above the 
sea level, say the level of the maintop of war vessels 
and in no case less than twenty-five feet, in order not 
to be commanded by the turrets of armored ships. De- 
pressed carriages must be used in such batteries to se- 
cure protection for the gunners while loading and mor- 
tar fire must be developed to the utmost to assail ar- 
mored vessels at their weakest point by a vertical fire. 
Magazines must be sunk quite below the ¢erre-plein to 
protect them against the penetrating power of projectiles. 
Machine or rapid firing guns in abundance must be added 
to the armament of all open batteries to worry the gun- 
ners, a8 well as the man at the wheel, and the comman- 
der in the conning tower, while heavier guns are pierc- 
ing or racking off the armor. Ohannel obstruction, fixed 
and fluating, becomes increasingly important owing 
to the great speed of war-ships, which would without it 
carry them speedily out of the range of slow-firing, 
heavy coast guns. These several necessities of the 
modern defence are clearly set forth by Captain Ma- 
guire. Submarines mines can never, he argues, replace 
guns. The mine has but one life, while the activity of 
the gun is limited only by the supply of ammunition, 
and the mine must be operated by the expert while the 
guns can be fought by the multitude, and without very 
great training. Oaptain Maguire’s book does not 
profess to be anything more than a compilation, but it 
is a very useful compilation, bringing together a mass of 
facts which have outgrown the received text-books, and 
are only to be found scattered in the current periodical 
literature, and presented in a variety of languages. The 
German, Austrian and French text books treat the 
subject of modern coast defences in a very general 
way, and the information they give is limited. The 
English text book devotes thirteen pages to a brief 
review of the subject, and that from a purely English 
point of view. Professor Mahan, in his Permanent 
Fortifications, gives but little attention to coast de- 
fences, and his work is in any case out of date. The 
latest text book that covers this subject in any mea- 
sure is the new edition of Professor Wheeler’s text book 
on Military Engineering.* In this the subject of coast 
defences is treated generally in a chapter of nineteen 
pages. None of the works to which we have alluded 
consider naval operations against coast defences and 
the fighting strength of fleets, subjects which are of the 
first importance in determining the character, location 
and armament of coast works. Hence this work of 
Captain Maguire will be found to be an excellent sup- 

plementary and companion volume. to the received 

text books on the subject of the art of fortification, such 
as that of Professor Wheeler, which is, of course, 
much wider in its scope. Professor Wheeler’s purpose 
is to give a clear statement of the general principles 
and rules observed by engineers in the construction 

of modern fortifications, thus guiding the student 
to the intelligent study of the development of the art 

of fortification, and the history of the various systems 

employed in the past. Asit isa book for class room 
instruction details are omitted, so far as may be, ex- 
planation and instruction being left to the instructor. 

At the same time Prof. Wheeler’s work is one which 

may be read or studied with profit by those who, with- 
out making arms their profession, are desirous of 
keeping themselves informed as to the principles and 

progress of the military art, which, in its relations to 

the defence of States, becomes of interest to every citi- 

zen. Itis not to be expected that either Professor 
Wheeler’s work or that of Captain Maguire will 
reach the circulation of dime novels, but the more 
widely they are read and studied the firmer foundation

we shall have for an appeal to popular judgment on 
the subject of providing against the possibilities of na- 
tional humiliation through foreign aggression.

Dr. Hunter McGuire, medical director on Stonewall Jack- 
son's staff, says the general had, as if by miracle, escaped 
wounds until at Chancellorsville, when it seems his guardian 
angel deserted bim, for be was struck by three bullets in 
quick succesgion. The first went through the right hand, 
lodging under the skin. The next entered the left forearm 
just below the elbow, and came out near the wrist, com- 
pletely shattering both bones. This was followed by an 
ounce ball crashing through the left arm near the shoulder, 
severing an important artery. Toadd to the catastrophe, 
his horse took fright and dashed madly through the timber 
before he could got the reins gathered up in his left hand. 

Lizut. Godfrey Hubbard, R. N., the officer of H. M. 8. 
Zephyr, who was wounded by the fire from the Kinpai fort 
in the river Foochow, has died of his wounds. From par- 
ticulars which have been received in England it appears that 
the Zephyr had never been sta'ioned at Foochow, and was 
unknown to the Chinese. She had been detached by Ad- 
miral Dowell to assist in protecting the Europeans in the 
town. A strong head wind was blowing at the time, and the 
British flag was quite invisible to aay one looking at the ves- 
gel from the front. The Zephyr, too, is said to resemble in 
build and rig one of the French gunboats engaged in the 
bombardment a few days before. The fort opened fire, the 
first shell cutting through the rigging and the second falling 
on deck, wounding severely the ofticer of the watch and a 
quartermaster, and slightly injuring another sailor. A sud- 
den change in the course of the vessel revealed the British 
white ensign, when the firing ceased. The commander of 
the fort at once put off in a boat to explain the error to the 
British officer, and a measenger was despatched to the city 
with the news of the mishap to the Chinese naval and mili- 
tary authorities there. The report was promptly telegraphed 
by the latter to Pekin, where it caused the utmost conster 
nation, Reparation was at once offered to the British rep- 
resentative, the Foochow Naval Commander-in-Chief was 
ordered to offer the amplest apology in person to Admiral 
Dowell, while the Goverror of Foochow was directed to call 
on the British Consul with a similar message. The British 
Government are satisfied with the issue of this unfortunate 
incident. They were not put to the necessity of making any 
demands on China, the Pekin Government having dealt with 
the occurrence in the promptest manner by dismissing with 
disgrace the commander of the fort.

uests, from which, and out of which, great States and 

erritories, large populations and vast industrial and 
commercial interests have grown asif they were the 
creations of some supernatural cian. When Omaha 
was younger and smaller and less occupied with the 
pursuits of business and public affairs than it is now, I 
also learned how to estimate the local influence of these 
accomplished men of the Army in lending charm and 
polish to the social life of Omaha. I had forgotten to 
say that the immortal Greely, the greatest hero of the

A whit of habeas corpus was issued by Judge Wylie, of the 
District of Columbia, a few days ago, to compel Col. Mc- 
Cawley, of the Marine Corps, to bring into court Jas. B, 
Sbugrue, an enlisted marine, who, it is claimed, is a minor, 
and entered the corps without the consent of his parents, 
The case will raise a question as to the legality of the prac- 
tice of recruiting officers by which the oath of a minor that 
he is over 21 years of age is secured, and his friends are 
hindered from applying for bis discharge by the threat that 
if they prove him to be under 21 he will be prosecuted for 
oye od It is said that as the oath is not required by law 
the false swearing is not perjury. 

The answer of Col. McCawley states that on September 6 
Shugrue appled for enlistment in the corps, and was told 
that the post surgeon was absent, but to come the next 
day. The following day he came again and was examined 
by the surgeon and the comma:dant of the post and was 
found from his answers to be qualified, and was thereupon 
enlisted. Col. McCawley further states he has no informa- 
as to the age of Shugrue except that offered by his own con- 
flicting statementr, and be believes that he is over 18 years 
of age. He says further thet Shugrue is restrained of his 
liberty only by virtue of his enlistment, and only to such an 
extent as is necessary to the rendition of the service pledged 
to the United States under the enlistment. Accom- 
panying is the descriptive list, in which Shugrne is stated to 

21 years andseven months ojd, by occupation a farmer, 
weight 127 pounds, and under “ declaration of recruit” his 
age is put down as above, and is sworn to. 

Tbe court said that this was a question which must be 
controlled by the law. Congrees had prescribed that no sol- 
dier could be enlisted under twenty-one witbout the consent 
of the parent or guardian. The law prescribes that boys be- 
tween 15 aud 18 years old may be enlisted in the Navy, and 
he said that under the law the consent of the parent was not 
necessary if the minor is over 18 years of age. As to what 
had been said of the breaking up of family ties, the court 
referred to the large number of idle boys cn the streets and 
asked if it was a degracation for a youth to enlist in the ser- 
vice of the country to find himself of some use. How much 
better for a young manto enlist in the Army or Navy than 
to spend his time in idleness associating with criminals, The 
marine service was annexed to the Navy, and the laws of the 
Navy apply tothe mariner. Section 1621 says that the Ma- 
rine Corps shal] be under the laws of the Navy, unless de- 
tached for duty in the Army, when it is under the laws ap- 
plicable to the Army. As to the enlistment, the relator was 
certainly under the Navy, and he would remand the young 
man to the custody of the officers of the barracks, 








THE HEIGHT OF WAVES. 


Practica experience will look with suspicion upon most 
of the scientific theories touching tho altitude and velocity 
of waves. Professor Airy’s table couples speed with dimen- 
sions, and, as a sample of his calculations, it may be shown 
that a wave one bundred thousand feet in breadth will travel 
st the rate of 533.90 feet per recond in water is that 
ten thousand feet deep. This is yossible, but it is difficult 
to accept such conclusions as exact. At all eveuts, there is 
nothing more deceptive than the height of waves. The tall- 
est seas in the world run off Cape Horn, where, whether the 
wind blows east or west, they have a holiday ground within 
a belt of eight or ten degrees that compasses the globe 
without the intervention of a break of land. Any man who 
has run, say, before a strong westerly gale round the Horn 
will know the magnitude of the seas which follow his +hbip. 
Viewed from the stern when the vessel sinks in the trough, 
the oncoming sea that is about to underrun the ship and lift 
her soaring tc the flying heavens will seem to heave its rush- 
ing summit to the height of the mizzen-top; but when the 
summit is gained by the observer and the waves viewed 
from there, it will then be seon that those crests which from 
the deck looked a long way up, will now appear to be a long 
way down. It is a common shore-going phrase that the seas 
run “‘ mountains high.” The idea implied is not very gener- 
ally accepted by sailors, though the term may be sometimes 
used by them for convenience. The truth is, if waves were 
as tall as they are popularly supposed to be, no ship could 
by any possibility live in them. They are lofty to the fancy 
because at sea they are usually surveyed from low free- 
boards. Tos spectator on a steamer, with a six-foot height 
of side, an Atlantic or Pacific surge would necessarily appear 
as @ mountain compared to the aspect it would take from 
the deck of an old line-of-battle ship with a thirty-fvot 
“dip,” or irom one of those lofty, glazed, and castellated 
structures which in former times took six months to jog 
soberly from the Thames to ths Hooghly.—London Tele-

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THE PRIME MERIDIAN CONFERENCE. 


SHortTiy before noon on Wednesday the delegates to the 
Prime Meridian Conference assembled at the Department of 
State, and were introduced to Secretary Frelinghuysen and 
Secretary Gresham, who chanced to be in the Deparrment, 
There were foity delegates in number, representing Austria- 
Hungary, Brazil, Columbus, Costa Rica, Denmark, France, 
Germany, Great Britain, Guatemala, Hawaii, Italy, Japan, 
Mexico, Netherlands, Paraguay, Russia, San Domingo, San 
Salvador, Spain, Sweden and Norway, Switzerland, Turkey, 
Venezuela, and the United States. 

At twelve mu. the delegates gathered in secret session in the 
diplomatic room at the Department of State, where the con- 
ference will be held. Secretary Frelinghuysen welcomed 
them in a brief address, aud nominated for temporary chair- 
man Count Lewenhaupt, who in turn nominated for perma- 
nent chairman Rear-Admiral O. R. P. Rodgers. On assum- 
ing the chair Admiral Rodgers said: 


GENTLEMEN—I beg you to receive my thanks for the high 
honor you have conferred upon me 1n calling me as the chairman 
of the delegation from the United States to preside at this Con- 
gress. Toit havecome from widely separate portions of the 
globe delegates, renowned in diplomacy and acience, seeking to 
create a new accord among the nations by agreeing upon a meri- 
dian proper to be employed as acommon zero ot ,longitude and 
standard of time reckoning throughout the world. Happy shall 
we be if, throwing aside national preferences and inclinations, 
we seek only the common good of mankind and gain for science 
and for commerce a prime meridian acceptable to all countries 
aud secured with the least possible inconvenience. Having this 
object at heart, the Government of the United States has invited 
all nations with which it has diplomatic relations to send dele- 
gates to a Congress to assemble at Washington to-day to discuss 
the question I haveindicated, The invitation has been graciously 
received, and we are here this morning to enter upon the agree- 
able duty assigned to us by our respective governments, 

Broad as isthe area of the United States, covering a hundred 
degrees of longitude—extending from 66 deg. 52 min. west from 
Greenwich to 166 deg. 13 min. at our extreme limit in Alaska, not 
including the Aleutian Islands; traversed as it is by railway and 
telegraph lines and dotted with observatories; long as is its sea 
coast of more than twelve thousand miles; vast as must be its 
foreign and domestic commerce, ile delegation to this Congress 
has no desire to urge that a prime meridian shali be found within 
its confines. 

In my own profession, that of a seaman, the embarrassment 
arising from tae many prime meridians now in useis very con- 
spicuous, and in the valuable interchange of longitudes by pass- 
ing ships at sea, often difficult and hurried, something only 
porsible by figures written on a blackboard, much confusion 
arises and at times grave danger. In the use of charts, this trou- 
ble is also annoying, and to us who live upon the sea a common 
prime meridian will be a great advantage. 

Within the past two years we bave been given reason to hope 
that this great desideratum may be obtained, and within a year a 
learned Conference, in which many nations were represented, 
passed upon it with singular unanimity and in a very broad and 
catholic spirit. 

I need not trespass further upon your attention except to lay 
before you the subject we are invited to discuss the choice of “a 
meridian to be employed as a common zero of longitude and 
standard of time reckoning throughout the world,” and I shall 
beg you to complete our organization by the election of a vice- 
president and the proper secretaries necessary to the verification 
of our proceedings. 


Upon the report of a Special Committee, the gentlemen 
named below were elected special scientific secretaries of the 
conference: Professor Janesen, of France; General Strachey, 
of Great Britain, and Dr. Luis Cruls, of Brazil. A resolr- 
tion was then adopted providing that the meetings of the 
conference shouid be private, but that certain scientific men 
should be admitted and allowed to participate iu the discus- 
sions, upon invitation of the president. It was decided that 
members of the conference should have seats arranged in 
the alphabetical order of their respective countries. In re- 
ply to a question, the president said that in accordance with 
precedents, each country represented would be entitled to 
one, and only one, vote. A resolution was adopted declaring 
it to be the opinion of the conference that a common prime 
meridian for all nations was desirable. 

Professor Rutherford, one of the delogates representing 
the United States, then offered a resolution declaring 

‘That the conference proposed to the Governments rep- 
resented the adoption as a standard meridian of that pass- 
ing through the centre of the transit instrument at Green- 
wich,” This resolution was opposed by the representatives 
of France and gave rise toan animated, and at times, heated 
debate. Mr. Lefaivre and Professor Janssen, the French 
delegates, contended that the object of the conference was 
merely to discuss the general question of a common prime 
meridian, and not to select and establish such a meridian. 
The representatives of Great Britain and the United States 
on the other hand, maintained that as the ‘desirability of a 
common prime meridian was concerned, there was no neces- 
sity for further dissension or consideration on that question, 
and the thing to be done now was to ascertain whether the 
delegates could agree upon a particular meridian. Count 
Lewenhaupt, of Sweden and Norway, said that as he under- 
stood the object of the conference, it was to select and rec- 
ommend some particular meridian for general adoption. 
The selection made by the conference, however, could not 
of itself bind the governments represented. After a great 
deal of discussion, in the course of which the French dele- 
gates manifested some feeling and disposition to resent, 
strenuously, the adoption of Professor Rutherford’s resolu- 
tion, the conference adjourned to Monday. 








ENLISTMENT IN THE SIGNAL CORPS 


Somz time ago we referred to the refusel to enlist in the 
Signal Corps a young colored ran named W. Hallett Greene,

the efforts being made to have the rejection set aside. Gen. 
Hazen, in his report on the matter, said: “If it is intended 
that the Signal Corps shall be singled out as a separate 
branch of the Army, where mixed enlistments may take 
place, I feel it a duty to the best interests of the corps 
and the service to recommend that this be not done.”

color or on account of the African descent of such appli- 
cant, The Chief Signal Officer will report to the Secretary of 
War the action taken under this order, with special reference 
to the application of William Hallett Greene. 





MacGAHAN AND SHERIDAN. 

ENGLAND would have to undergo a revolution before the 
Commander-in-Chief of her army could be seen standing 
by the grave of a war correspondent, as General Sheridan 
the other day stood by the tomb of poor MacGahan, when 
his countrymen laid the remains of the brilliant war corres- 
pondent in their native soil. Sheridan was there officially, 
at the head of a detachment of war veterans; but it was his 
fellow-townsman, as well as a gifted countryman, to whose 
memory he was paying honor. Sheridan and MacGahan 
both sprang from the same obscure little township of Ohio, 
where the father of the former kept a small store, and 
where the latter when a lad worked on the little farm of his 
widowed mother, walking six miles every Saturday to learn 
Latin of a priest of Somerset, the ‘‘ county seat.” I notice 
a curious confusion in MacGahan’s Christian names, as set 
forth in the different newspapers. The New York Tribune 
speaks of him as ‘* Jobn A.” ; The Daily News, in whose 
columns he did his last, if not his best, work—I have always 
thought his Kbhiva book his brightest performance—styles 
him ‘‘ James A.” MacGaban's baptismal name was neither 
** John” nor *‘ James,” but “‘ Janarius,” of all names in the 
world, And the ‘‘A.” stood for an equally eccentric name 
—** Aloysius.”— Correspondent N. Y. Tribune. 








THE MODOOS AND APACHES. 


Tur death of the lamented General Canby is recalled by a 
recent report concerning the Modoc Indians, which says: 
‘* They now number 102, and one can see guite a contrast in 
& picture of them as they are to-day, with 480 acres of land 
under high cultivation, with a bountifal harvest in promise, 
dressed in civilized garb, with an eager desire to educate 
their children, and even the men learning to read and write, 
and that of the Modocs of ten years ago, of flying settlers, 
devastated homes, berds and flocks ruthlessly slaugatered, 
with pursuing troops following fast over mountain and 
plain. ‘They are much more contented than they were a few 
years ago; still they greatly desire that some member of the 
tribe be allowed to visit their old home in Oregon and returu 
with a report from their relations and friends.” 

In a recent letter to Mr. Welsh, concerning the Chiricahua 
and other Apaches, General Crook says: ‘I will add my 
firm belief that there is not in your own State of Pennsyl- 
vania a village of the same population more peaceable and 
law-abiding than the five thousand Apaches on the San 
Carlos Reservation.” 








RELOADED AMMUNITION. 


In General Orders 25, of September 25, General Stanley, 
commanding the Department of Texas, gives some irterest- 
ing data as to critical tests of reloaded ammunition sent to 
the San Antonio Arsenal by company commanders. In one 
company, H, 16th Infantry, the shells had been used ten to 
twelve times. 

Out of 407 carbine cartridges 330 would not enter the maximum 
gauge, fully, and 161 stuck in the chamber. 

Many ot the cartridges could not be forced into the chamber 
so that the breech-block could be closed, and, in every instance, 
they had to be driven out with the ramrod—the cases were 
wiped with an oiled rag prior to trial. 

Much of the ammunition was unserviceable; generally, the 
bullets were not well seated, and the cases had not been properly 
resized, Its use, as evident from injuries reported during the 
past year, endangered the life of the arm, caused breakage of the 
cam latch thumb piece, ejector, and breech-block hinge; en- 
largement of the chamber, and wear of the rifling in the bore. It 
is known that blows of a“ stick or mallet’’ have been resortea 
to that the breech-block might be force? down, thus to force 
the cartridge into the chamber. 

The weer of the rifliog may be due to the use of the ramrod 
in extracting the reloaded ammunition when wedged in the 
chamber, and which could not be forced home so es to permit 
the closing of the breech-block. 

Under the light of these facts General Stanley enjoins 
strict attention to the requirements of Ordaance Notes 231 ; 
and the use of cartridges that will not fully enter the resiz- 
ing die is absolutely prohibited. He says: ‘‘The loading 
and crimping die must serve to gauge and inspect the work; 
if cartridges enter it fully, trouble will not be had in the 
chamber of the arm.” He further intimates that, hereafter, 
at the Headquarters Department of Texas, in revising, un- 
der A. R. 1406, the proceedings of boards of survey, on 
arms, no one will be relieved from responsibility for injuries 
to the rifle and carbine, without positive evidence showing 
due care of the arm, and attention to the requirements of 
orders and regulations relative to the reloading of the ammu- 
nition used in it. He further states that from Nov. 3, 1883, 
to August 28, 1884, there have been reported 62 rifles, value 
$930, also several carbines, as injured through causes other 
than fair wear and tear of service.

Mrs. Admiral Murray was compelled to 
retreat from the burning buildiog in the most primitive cos- 
tume and withoutshoes. Having many relatives and friends 
near at hand, her exposure was, happily, of short duration. 
The Admira] having returned to the hotel for the purpose of 
saving valuables, narrowly escaped death by a falling orna- 
ment from the roof; in his sleeping department was a sum 
of money, about $100, which was consumed. Fate kindly 
spared the ancient dining-room. The insurance is between 
$75,000 and $100,000. Mr. OC. H. Marden, clerk of the 
Rockingham is highly extolled by the guests, for his effi- 
ciency ; he was indefatigable in everybody’s behalf.

PASSED ASSISTANT SURGEON CABELL. 


Fotiowine isthe text of the reprimand in the case of 
P. A. Surg. Arthur G. Cabell, sentenced to two years’ sus- 
pension on furlough pay, and to be reprimanded, G. CO. M., 
34 N. D., Sept. 24, 1884: 


Ill. In administering the reprimand imposed as part of the 
sentence in this case, the Department reverts to the peculiar cir- 
cumstances of the offence to which P. A. Surg. Cabell was obliged 
to plead guilty. He became drunk and absented himself from 
his post of duty without leave, He was the only medical officer 
attached to the vessel, and was therefore specially bound to be 
at alltimes present aod ina condition to discharge his duties. 
Absence witbout leave was, of itself, under such circumstances, 
a serious offence, but when he was not only so absent without 
leave, but, by his own confession, was in a state of intoxication 
which utterly incapacitated him, the condemnation appropriate 
to bis conduct can only be expressed in the strongest language. 

His offences in this caso are especially eggravated b thoy 
were repetitions of ormer offences ofa similarcheracter. About 
five years ago he was d to ig ini dismiseal from 
the service for overstaying bis leave and for intoxication. At 
the earnest solicitation of friends and by the exercise of executive 
clemency he was spared the disgrace of dismissal, and offered an 
opportunity to reform. His failure to retrieve his character, and 
his present guil’, show that leniency was unwisely extended to 
him. 

Every naval officer, whose use of intoxicating liquors becomes 
so excessive that his superiors causes bim to ed and con- 
victed of drunkenness should be sentenced to dismissal, and the 
sentence should be inexorably carried into execution. Whatever 
charity or assistance may be extended to such officers should be 
given when they reach some other walk of life than the naval 
service. They are worthless members of their profession, and 
should in every case be forced off the active list of the Navy.

But ifit 
is allowed to continue, the naval service will eventually become 
fataily demoralized. The effort will be made to order the detail 
of officers of the Navy with as much justice and impartiality as 
the lot of humanity will admit.

“SOLDIER LABOR.” 


Mvon has been said and written about the overwork 
of our soldiers, and every one familiar with the subject 
will admit that iu the field after hostile Indians they 
work harder, have fewer personal comforts than men in 
any other occupation, and are exposed to greater danger 
to life and heaith than any other troops. But all the 
soldier’s other work is easier than the work he would 
do if in civil life. Soldiers of all nations have to per- 
form the usual post fatigues, repair their barracks, etc. 
In the field they put up the officers’ tents, bring fuel 
and water, and perform all camp fatigues. The officer 
of a foreign service is authorized to hire, according to 
his rank, from one to three of the best soldiers in his 
command as his personal servants, and the price he is 
to pay them is fixed by law—as is also the price ser- 
geants and trumpeters pay the soldier for working for 
them. 

Our soldiers perform similar work, but often, in addi- 
tion, cut the timber, haul it to the post, saw it into 
lumber, quarry stone, make adobe, burn the lime, build 
all the quartera, etc., etc., and occasionally cut the hay 
and fuel and haulthem tothe post. This additional 
work should be performed by citizen experts: not that 
the work is severe, for the soldier does not work as 
hard or go to bed as tired at night as he wouldif he 
were a citizer, but because it interferes with the mili- 
tary duties and instruction necessary to make him a 
good soldier. It is hardly fair or just to him, as it is 


tial | not laid down in his contract with the Government. It 


is unjust to the citizens in the vicinity of military posts, 
as it brings soldier labor in conflict with and direct 
competition with civilian labor. British generals have 
authority to grant permission to farmers to hire soldiers, 
who are well instructed in their military duties, to assist 
in gathering their crops, ‘‘ provided the employment of 
Address | citizens is not interfered with,” which is certainly fair 
to all parties. 

While our work causes dissatisfaction, it does not 
cause desertion among respectable soldiers, A maaly 
man—the only kind of man that makes a good soldier— 
when he enlists, expects hard Knocks, with perhaps an 
occasional injustice, but he expects to bear it like a man 
and stay his time out. As an old sergeant expresses it : 
‘*A decent. soldier does not expect to be done up in 
perfumed cotton, with a bottle of cologne in one hand 
and ared rosein the other.” ‘‘Soldiers on extra or 
daily duty never desert.” 

Every deserter when caught must, in the hope of di- 





munishing the amount of bis punishm ent, offer some 


plausible excuse for his desertion. The old excuse used 
to be “‘persecuted by the non-commissioned officers,” 
especially the 1st Sergeant. Since the ‘‘creze” of over- 
work has started, the excuse is overwork. It cannot be 
expected that a worthless rascal will admit the faet 
and confess that the respectable soldiers made it ‘‘how” 
for him, or that ‘“‘he enlisted to go West at the expense 
of the Government.” 

Soldiers do not wish to be treated as delicate girls or 
old women; they were accustomed to work before they 
entered the service; they no not object to exposure to 
weather, or to work as work, but they did not expect 
to do the outside work when they enlisted. They soon 
find out that posts have to be built and under the cir- 
cumstances they have to tuild them. Whether they 
perform the work cheerfully or the reverse depends in 
a great measure on the Post Commander. Fatigue can 
generally be made job work with its advantages, instead 
of day’s work with its disadvantages. 

Wherever the plan has been tried of giving each de- 
tachment thesame allowance of work, with the under- 
standi: g that the men were to have all the time to them- 
selves, after the work was finished, until recall, the 
men have finished their day’s job by noon or theit week’s 
job by Thursday noon. The work was done cheerfully, 
vigorously and well, and the men enjoyed the time they 
had earned for themselves with the same zest and pleas- 
ure that schoolboys enjoy a holiday. Asarranged at some 
posts, on the contrary, fatigue seems to cause dissatis- 
faction, to make energetic men lazy and lazy men laz- 
ier. If the detachments happen to report on time, the 
wagons are late, or the fatigue officer is behind time. 
After his arrival there is a question of tools, whether the 
companies, the Guard-house or the Quartermaster is to 
furnish them. An hour or more is lost before work 
commences—the time must be put in somehow until re- 
call, and the laziest man has the easiest time. 

Mr. Eli Perkins, whose letter on the use of enlisted 
men as servants in the German service we recently re- 
published, will permit us to remind him that a soldicr 
orderly is a separate and entirely distinct individual 
from a soldier servant. The orderly is selected by 
competitive examination as the cleanest and most sol- 
dierly, and generally the most intelligent, private in a 
regimental guard. During his twenty-four hours of 
duty as orderly he carries the military messages the 
officer has to send. If the cflicer walks or rides the 
orderly follows and holds his horse and stirrup while he 
mounts or dismounts, extending to him, in fact, such 
courtesies as any young map, provided he is a gentle- 
man, could properly extend to one his senior in age, 
experience, and honors. <A citizen groom or servart 
would not understand the technical military messages, 
neither could he be punished if he failed to deliver them. 
Officers or soldiers receiving messages would not be 
obliged to comply with them, as a citizen is not a re- 
sponsible military official, but a soldier orderly is. 

Even Eli will see the absurdity of expecting a citizen 
groom to follow an officer into battle, to carry the offi- 
cers’ military messages or to hold his horse while under 
fire. ‘The position of orderly is an honorable one, 
and eagerly sought by private soldiers. A general se- 
lects for his personal orderly the most reliable, soldierly 
and intelligent sergeant he can find; it is considered a 
high compliment to be so selected. A soldier servant 
is any private soldier who wishes to make money, to 
increase. his income by working for an officer. In our 
service probably more soldiers work as servants for 
officers to escape that bugvear of all armies, guard 
duty, than for the money the officer pays them. 

In no Army can an officer force a soldier to act as his 
servant. The soldier must be willing to do the work. 
In some armies sergeants even are allowed to hire sol- 
dier servants. Governments can hardly with justice 
deprive the soldier of his right to earn extra wages 
by honest Jabor. 

There are forty officers in a regiment. If they have 
Citizen servants, covks, grooms, etc., there would be 
forty citizen servants to each regiment. With a large 
Army in the field they would form a mass of unarmed, 
irresponsible camp followers. If they marched with 
the regiments they would interfere with the move- 
ments of troops; if with the wagons they would bes 
burden, andin either case would stampede in danget 
and cause confusion if not disaster. If allowed to 
straggle along at pleasure they would pilfer or interfere 
with the inhabitants along the line of march. 

Soldier servants are disciplined, instructed, armed 
and equipped exactly the same as the other soldiers. 1a 
battle and. on the march the soldier servant performs 
exactly the same duty the other suldiers of his company 
perform. Insome armies he marches in the ravks of 
his company. In others he marches as wagon guard, 
duty that if he did not perform other soldiers would 
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the soldier servant is excused from guard, but in lieu of 
that he feeds, waters and grooms the officer’s two 
horses, cooks the officer’s meals, cleans the officei’s 
arms and horse-furniture, blacks boots, brushes 
clothes, etc. 

A Prussian Captain is expected to know all about the 
soldierc in bis company, where they come from, the 
pecuniary circumstances of their parents, and the like, 
so that in allowing soldiers to earn extra money (as 
Officers’ servants, etc.,) in addition to their Government 
pay, he can select the soldiers whose parents most need 
the money their soldier sons can earn. Recruits are 
not permitted to do that work. The soldier servant re- 
ceives the same Government pay and allowances as 
other soldiers, and justly, because he does solaier’s duty 
in battle and on the march, and must be prepared and 
equipped at aj] times to perform ary and all military 
duty. Every company contains soldiers-who leave pa- 
rents or relatives dependent upon them for suppcrt. 

Eliis in error ia regard to Prussian officers: their 
fathers must belong to the gentlemanly classes: ‘‘ In 
Germany the principle adopted being that officers and 
soldiers should belong to two totally distinct social 
classes; that the infusion of the one into the other tends 
disadvantegeously to both.” Before becoming an offi- 
cer every candidate must learn and perform every duty 
of the private soldier, tut while doing so he bas a room 
to himself, takes his meals at the officers’ mess and as- 
sociates with the officers. ‘‘ After he has learned to 
clean his arms, to groom and tske care of his horse, 
and has performed these duties properly in the pre- 
sence of his captain, he can hire a private soldier to 
perform that work for him.” He must have a private 
income. Inthe infantry from ten to fifty dollars a 
month, depending upon where his regiment is sta 
tioned. Inthe cavalry from fifty to one hundred and 
twenty-five dollars a month. These are requirements 
which necessitates his being the son of parents in easy 
circumstances. 








ANOTHER POINT OF VIEW. 


Ir is but another instance of the slight regard which 
the Government shows for its faithful servants, that 
no adequate provision has been made for the personal 
losses sustained by officers and men from such disasters 
as the recent Tallapoosa collision ; more especially does 
this bear hardly on those who having no responsibility 
are obliged to pocket their losses, or who, being respon 
sible, are adjudged by proper authority to be blameless. 
Without fault of their own they are mulcted in very 
heavy sums by reason of the loss of their wardrobes. 
Section 8689 of the Revised Statutes provides for the 
allowance and payment ‘‘ to each person, not an officer, 
employed on a vessel of the United States, sunk or 
otherwise destroyed, and whose personal effects have 
been lost,” of “ the sum of sixty dollars.” 

For the ordinary man-of-war’s man we should sup 
pose that this sum would hardly more than cover the 
first cost of his rrelimivary outfit, and would fall con- 
siderably short of tke value of his effects after half or 
two-thirds of his enlistment had expired: one hundred 
dollars is the least sum that should be given in these 
cases, 

Why the discrimination against officers should have 
been made it is difficult to see: certainly it could not 
have been done with the idea that the officers’ effects 
were of little value, or that officers were rolling in 
wealth to such an extent as to makethe loss of but 
little account to them. A glance at the Navy pay- 
table would at once cause the latter illusion to dis- 
appear, and a perusal of the price lists recently issued 
by prominent dealers in naval «lothing and equipments, 
wouid correct any impression as to the small amount 
of money necessary to complete an officer’s outfit. On 
looking over the clothier’s list we find that for the com- 
manding officer of the Tallapoosa to procure one suit 
throughout of the blue outer garments: required | by 
regulation, will require the sum of $304: and that for 
equipments (and those not all of the dest quality) there 
will be necessitated a further expenditure of $139, or a 
total of $443. If now we add the amount required for 
Undergarments, remembering that the quantity of each 
required is greater for a seagoing man than 
for one ashore, the result will be that $500 will hardly 
cover the personal Joss in these items alone of an officer 
who has been declared entirely faultless, so far as this 
matter isconcerned. We have not mentioned the civil- 
jan’s clothes with which officers provide themselves. 
This would add at least $150 if not more to the amount 
above mentioned. The loss of the subordinate officers 
Will be but a trifle less, and we suppose that any of 
them would prefer to have his wardrobe again rather 
than to have two months extra pay allowed him. 

We presume that measures will be introduced into 
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lapoosa, which we trust will receive favorable consid. 
eration. At the same time we would commend to the 
attention of the Naval and Appropriation Committees 
of both Senate and House the propriety of so amend- 
ing the section above alluded to as to give to officers 
three months’ pay, and to men $100, a sum not greatly 
in excess of three months’ pay of the higher petty offi- 
cers. It might perhaps be well to insert a provision 
that these payments should be contingent upon the find- 
ing of a court of inquiry as to the blamelessness of those 
who had suffered by the destruction or sinking of their 
ship. 

As the matter stands the only resource of the officers 
of the Tallapoosa is in a special appropriation by Con- 
gress. A bill was introduced at the last session by 
Senator Edmunds to pay the officers of the Jcannette 
one thousand dollars to cover their losses. This ws the 
amount granted in the case of the Huron. The vilicers 
of the Ashuelot also have aclaim for losses, and do 
not think they sbould be included in the condemra'ion 
visited upon the commanding officer of that vessel fur 
the loss of bis ship. In the receipt taken by the 
Treasury Department for the two months’ pay now 
allowed each officer is obliged to certify “that the 
wreck of the vessel was not caused by any fault on bis 
part.” This should be required also in case of pay- 
ments under the provisions of a relief bill. 








THE NEW NAVY OFFICE OF DETAIL. 


Tue separation of the Office of Detail from the 
Bureau of Navigation ofticially went into effect on 
October 1, but the practical operation of the new sys 
tem did not commence until the following day. All 
orders issued on the lst were signed by Commodure 
Waiker and dated the day previous. The change was 
effected by the issuing of an order, No. 322, revoking the 
orders, 1865 and 1869, attaching the Office of Detail to 
the Bureau of Navigation, and directing that all com- 
munications from naval officers in connection with the 
Detail Office be directed to the Secretary. Another 
order was issued the same day calling attention to 
G. O. No. 224, March 23, 1877, and to an extract from 
the annual report of the Seeretary of the Navy for 1882, 
regarding ‘‘ favoritism in the Navy.” These orders 
having been issued, the following letter was addressed 
to each of the four officers—Rear Admiral E. T. Nichols, 
Commodore Montgomery Sicard, Commodore J. G. 
Walker, und Commodore W. 8. Schley—selected by the 
Secretary to take charge of the Office of Detail : 

Navy DrpartTuEnt, WasHrineToy, Oct. 1, 1684, 

Srr: You will please act at the Navy Departwent as one of four 
officers to advise the Secretary concerning the detail of naval 
officers and the cruising orders of ships and squadrons. 

The duties of these officers will be performed in the Office of 
Detail, under the direct supervision of the Secretary. They will 
suggest to him the apprepriate officers to be ordered to duty at 
seaor on shore, and to this end will keep themselves fully ad- 
vised as to all matters connected with the personnel of the Navy. 
In determining their suggestions for the detail ot officers of the 
staff corps, they will accept the names submitted by the chiefs 
of the proper bureaus, unless they dissent, for reasons which 
they will state. When suggesting orders to be given to any offi- 
cers, they will submit, also, any request (or a memorandum 
thereof) from the officer himself to the Department, or any person 
connected with it; and any similar request (or s memorandum 
thereof), of which they have knowledge, coming from any other 
person than the officer bimself, 

The Officers of Datail will also fnform themselves concerning 
the condition of all the vessels of the Navy, the positions of those 
in commission, and the workin which they are engaged; will 
examine all reports from commanding officers of. slips or squad- 
rons, and make suggestions for replies to and action upon the 
same, and will suggest such cruising directions and other orders 
as they may deem for the good of the Service. 

The Officers of Detail may make such subdivision of the routine 
work of their duties as they may deom expedient to facilitate the 
same, but will consult jointly before forming any opinion upon 
questions of importance. 

The proceedings of the Officers of Detail will be entirely in- 
formal, and their suggestions to the Secretary will be either oral 
or in brief memorandum, which will not be preserved after de- 


cisions are reached, Vary respectfully, 
Wa. E, CaanpDuixe, Secretary of the Navy. 


Speaking of the new naval Board of Detail the New 
York Evening Post says: ‘‘The chief fucction of this 
Board of Detail isto see to it that favoritism in the 
matter of the assignment of officers shall be abolished 
from the Navy, and that the officers, selected 1n accord- 
ance with proper principles of discipline for ary sta- 
tion, shall obey their orders without resort to that sys- 
tem of social influence which Mr. Chandler intimates 
is often very potential with heads of the Department. 
It has been the fact for years that officers of wealth 
and high social position have been able either to secure 
the favorite stations 1n the foreign squadrons, or to be 
members.of the ‘soft service’ brigade at home, and any 
Secretary of the Navy for the time being, who is looked 
upon in these particular naval circles as a mere civilian, 
and whom it is necessary to tolerate, has found it a 
very uncomfortable proceeding to interfere with the

edicts of this. ‘soft service, brigade,’ if indeed he hag 


been able to nullify their decrees. The consequence is 
that some of the places of the Navy which are most 
sought have been filled by the same incumbents ever 
since the war. If Mr. Chandler succeeds.in carrying 
out his purpose, be will be the first Secretary of the 
Navy who has been able to cope with the gikled social 
autocracy which has done so much to ule the Navy.” 
The new Detail Board held its first session on Thurs- 
day afternoon in the cosy little room which Commo- 
dore Walker occupies as his private office. Rear- 
Admiral Nicho!s was the first to arrive, Commodores 
Walker and Schley shortly following. Commodore 
Sicard was late and came in hurriedly. They all ex- 
changed greetings, aod without any formality began a 
general discussion of the work assigned them without 
apy one in particular presiding, Rear-Admiral Nichols 
probably had the most questions to ask regarding the 
present system of detail, as to how ‘the books wee 
kept, etc., all of which were promptly answered ty 
Commodore Walker with the aid occasionally of Mr. 
Higgins, the well informed clerk of the Detail Bureav, 
who was called for this purpose. After a session of 
an hour the Board adjourned about as ivforma'ly 
as it convened, the orders decided upon being prepared 
by the clerks in the Detail office as formerly. The 
Board wil! come together daily at one o’clock and con- 
sider all papers that the Secretary has ready for them. 








Wes learn that the foilowing bill, in substance, will be 
presented in the next session of Congress, viz.: ‘‘All 
Company officers shall be placed on the retired list at 
fifty years of age: those who have served. twenty- 
five years as commissioned officers or as enlisted 
men, and commissioned officers, in the Regular service, 
or inte Volunteer and Regular service, shall be re- 
lired with an additional grade.” We are requested to 
invite an expression of opiniou aste the merits of the 
proposed measure. 

Twenty years ago the stare shone from hundreds.of 
shoulders and the silver eagle lit upon thousands of 
others, while the golden and silver leaves were as plen- 
tiful as in a northern forest in the autumnal season. 
Now, the bars stop the way to promotion, and they are 
fortunate who can pass the double-barred entrance to 
the field officers’ preserves before the silver whiters 
their hair. Itis not strange that our younger ofticers 
should chafe at the prospect before them. The Army 
needs the stimulus of their youthful energy and enthu- 
siasm, and it is absolutely indispensable to the life of 
the Service, in our judgment, that some way of pro- 
motion should be opened to them, that hope and con- 
fidence may spur them to action. How best to accom- 
plish this is the problem, and whatever the way 
chosen, we hope to see some method established of dis- 
tinguishing between the faithful and conscientious, the 
studious and the active, and those who simply loll 
along the way, content to wear the uniform and draw 
the pay for service they do not render honestly and 
with their whole heart. The one should be rewarded 
and the other rejected, if we would maintain a high 
standard of efficiency in the Army and Navy. 








Tz proposed exhibition of the resources, products, 
arts and manufactures of the United States, to be held 
in London in May, 1886, is exciting much attention. 
Heretofore in international exhibitions abroad we have 
taken a comparatively small part, although the number 
of awards bave been by no means small. Froin the 
War Department are expected torpedoer, models and 
methods of submarine mining, outfits and appurtenances 
of military engineer field service, also every variety of 
artillery, rifles and small arms generally, and from the 
Navy Department models of ironclads, etc. As a 
London paper well says: From a, cosmopolitan con- 
sideration, the Americans have everything to gain from 
such an exhibition, They have been steadily working 
their way into the van of commerce. Such an oppor- 
tunity, will enable them to clinch many. a nail that has 
already .been carefully hammered home. . .. . 
At the present time how many American firms have 
branches in this country, especially in London? Their 
name 1s legion. Yet this has been brought about 
without any organized plan, but simply through the 
indefatigable effort aud enterprise of individual firms, 
who owe a large share of their prosperity to their own 
well-directed energies in opening up a trade with this 
country, and through this country with our colonies. 
What, then, may not be expected from a national effort 
to show us ‘‘ America as it is” on a comprehensive and 
representative scale?

Tue Army and the Navy have each lost a veteran 


officer from the active list this week under the opera- 


tions of the ‘‘retirement for age” law. Colonel H. F. 
Clarke, of the Subsistence Department of the Army, 
relinquished active duty September 30, preparatory to 
his retirement on the 9th of November next. He has 
an unbroken service since July 1, 1848, when he left 
the Military Academy; serving in the Artillery arm 
until 1857, and since then in the Subsistence Depart- 
ment, rising to the rank of Colonel. He earned his 
first brevet, that of Captain, at Chapultepec ; his second, 
of Colonel, in the Maryland campaign; his third, of 
Brigadier-General, for gallant services at the battle of 
Gettysburg, and the fourth, and last, that of Major- 
General, for faithful and meritorious services in the 
Subsistence Department during the war. An efficient 
officer and a courteous gentleman, he passes int» re- 
tirement with the good wishes of all. 

‘The Navy parts with Rear Admiral Clark H. Wells, 

who was placed on the retired list September 30, after 
an active service of forty-four years, almost to the very 
day, his appointment as Midshipman dating from Sep- 
tember 25, 1840. During the Mexican War he saw 
much active service, and was ut the attack upon the 
Castle of San Juan d’Ulloa and the city of Vera Cruz, 
and at the capture of Tuspan and Tampico. During 
the War of the Rebellion his services were distinguished 
and arduous. He commanded the Galena, of Ad- 
miral Farragut’s fleet, in 1864, and of him 
and his vessel that gallant commander wrote: ‘In 
your case I depart from my usual custom not to give 
letters for good conduct in time of war where there 
is an immediate commander first to forward it, but in- 
asmuch as Captain Mullany was wounded, and the 
command of the two vessels (Oneida and Galena) de- 
volved upon you, and were carried through the battle 
(Mobile) with great gallantry, I take pleasure in giving 
my Official testimony to your very meritorious conduct 
in that engagement, and trust that in the future it may 
be of service to you.” In 1874 he received the thanks 
of the Italian Government for assistance rendered an 
Italian ironclad in the harbor of Spezia, and in 1875, 
with the consent of Congress, received the Decoration 
of the Legion of Honor from the French Governme®t. 
These are but notes by the way of a most honorable 
service to his country, and Admiral Wells may rvst 
assured that though many years have elapsed since’ 
some of his most ga'lant deeds were performed, they 
are by no means forgotten. 





In answer to an enquiry from the Paymaster General 
of the Army as to whether or not the Asst. Surgeons of 
the Army announced from the Adjutant General's of- 
fice, to be captains ‘* after five years service in accord- 
ance with the Act of June 23, 1874,” are entitled to pay 
as captains from the date assigned them by the Adju- 
tant General, the Second Comptroller holds that these 
officers are not entitled to captains pay until five years 
from date of acceptance of original appointment. He 
says: ‘‘It has been universally held in this office that 
the right to the higher rate of pay depends upon length 
of service and not upon date of commission, where the 
two do not coincide ; actual entry into the service is as 
effectual as written acceptance, but time prior to actual 
acceptance, either in writing or by entering in service, 
cannot lawfully be counted in estimating the five years. 








Commopore 8. P. Luce was in consultation the early 
part of this week with Secretary Chandler and Com 
modore Walker regarding the orgamzation of the new 
naval war school. He made application for his assist- 
ants, who will be detailed as soon as the proper officers 
can be selected. The War Department has not yet 
named an Army officer to take charge of the branch 
relating to military science and tactics, but will no 
doubt do so by the time the other officers are selected. 
Commodore Walker is at work on the general order 
announcing the course of study, etc., which will be out 
in a day or two. 








Conaress at its last session, Act of May 13, 1884, 
prescribed an oath of office to be taken by “‘ any person 
elected or appointed to any office of honor or profit 
either in the civil, military or naval service, except the 
President of the; United States.” It is that prescribed 
in Sec. 1757 of the Revised Statutes, which is as fol- 
lows: 


I, ———, do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will support and 
defend the Constitution of the United States against all enemies, 
foreign and domestic; that I will bear true faith and allegiance 
to the same; that I take this obligation, Meg d without any men- 
tal reservation or purpose of evasion; snd that I will well and 

, faithfully discharge the duties of the office on which I am about 
toenter. So help me God, 


The only questionable point in this oath isin requir. 
ing the appointee to swear that he will ‘‘well” discharge 
the duties of the office on which he is about to enter, 


The additional words, to the best of my adilily, would bean 
improvement. He may perform the duties “faithfully,” 
but not always well. Webster’s principal definitions of 
well are ‘‘in a good and proper manner,” “suitably,” 
‘*adequately,” ‘‘advantageously.” A charitable view 
in many cases, judging from the frequent charges of 
ofticers not having performed their duties in 8 good and 
suitable manner, and advantageously (to the Govern- 
ment), would be that their failure was from their inadil. 
ity, and not from “‘any mental reservation or pur- 
pose of evasion” at the time of taking the oath. 








Tue Zngineer of Sept. 19, publishes a description 
with illustrations of the ‘‘New American Dynamite 
Gun, ” of which it says: 

‘*We may observe on this that it appears to us that 
the scope and power of this gun is at present very lim- 
ited. It is rather to be compared to a rocket machine 
thana gun. We are notin a position to compare re- 
sults until we get more data. We suspect that the 
‘fair degree of accuracy’ spoken of is a low standard. 
The projectile has the advantage in accuracy over a 
rocket in having all the force impressed in the desired 
direction, whereas a rocket is continually generating 
force in whatever direction it may be pointed at the 
moment. Nevertheless, the forward position of the 
centre of gravity is a feeble means of retaining direc- 
tion, and we should expect the dart to go badly or to 
turn up the wind. Rotation was found a great advan- 
tage in rockets compared with the stick. The gun is 
an enormous complicated affair compared with a rocket 
tube, and it requires steam power, while the rocket tube 
may be easily carried on a mule’s back and perched 
almost anywhere. Not knowing the results that have 
been obtained with the dynamite gun, Wwe cannot pre- 
dict its future; but on the face of it, it does not look 
promising. It combines tne disadvantages of rockets in 
a greater or less degree with an unwieldy discharging 
apparatus and the necessity for steam. Sir William 
Congreve called rockets the soul of artillery without 
the body. This large steam apparatus and low power 
of flight almost suggest the idea of the body of artillery 
without the soul. We may remind our readers also 
that gun-cotton can be employed in rockets, which 
probably move more gradually forward than the dart 
of this gun, and might prove more destructive.” 

The Engineer would have done well to continue 
with an explanation why the English, who have been 
trying fora hundred years to improve the rocket, do 
not appear to have thought it worth while to develop 
rockets for the larger calibres owing to their limited 
ravge and want of accuracy. With the dynamite gun 
itis intended to use large charges projected with a 
high initial velocity and consequent flat trajectory. The 
experiments with the dynamite gun have thus far been 
tentative and the pressures used comparatively low. 
Considering this fact, and the novelty of the invention, 

the experiments have been more than ordinarily suc- 

cessful. From the results already obtained it is argued 
that the gun will improve its aecuracy and range sufli- 
ciently to approach those of powder guns. Can this 
be said of rockets, and are they not subject to the fur- 
ther disadvantage of deterioration and danger of ex- 
plosion when kept in store?

We learn from our correspondence that there is some 
discussion of the question as to the proper hour of the 
day at which soldiers in barracks should be permitted 
to ‘‘make down their bunks.” One writer says his 1st 
Sergeant makes down his bunk at any time during the 
day he chooses, and lies upon it every afternoon, but 
the rest of the men are not permitted to make down 
their bunks until after retreat. Some say they can 
make them down immediately after dinner, and others 
that there is no fixed rule in the matter. There seems 
to be no stated regulation on the subject, but since our 
opinion is asked, we hold that the rule that bunks 
should not be made down until after retreat 1s a goud 
one. Barrack rooms are liable to be visited officially, 
or by strangers under due authority, at any time be- 
tween reveille and retreat, and, therefore, during that 
period the rooms should be kept neat and uniform. A 
room where one bed is up, another down, and so on, 
does not convey the best idea of military neatness and 


good order.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

CommoporE Tomas Scorr FiLLeBrown, & distinguished 
officer of the Navy, died suddenly at the Navy Yard, Brook- 
lyn, N. Y¥., September 27, 1884, in the sixty-first year of his 
age. He had long been a sufferer from a rheumatic affec- 
tion of the heart, but no fears seem to have been enter- 
tained of his being suddenly taken away. On Friday even- 
ing of last week he was seized with an acute attack. Medi- 
cal Inspector Spear was at once summoned, but the spasms 
increased in violence, and at 2 a. m., Saturday, September 
97, he died. Capt. Wm. A. Kirkland, of the Brooklyn Navy- 
yard, in his official announcement to the Secretary of the 
Navy of the death writes: ‘‘It is my painful duty to report 
to the Navy Department the death of Commodore T. 8. 
Fillebrown, our late Commandant. His death was an un- 
expected blow to allserving underhim. The Commodore 
gained the love and esteem of all persons in this Navy-yard, 
and his loss will be keenly felt by the service generally, 
which by itis deprived of an accomplished officer and a 
Christian gentleman.”’ 

The deceased officer was born in the District of Columbia, 
and was appointed (from Maine) to the Navy October 19, 
1841, For the next four years he was attached to the frigate 
Congress, of the Mediterranean Squadron, as Midshipman. 
He was then transferred to the steam frigate Mississippi, of 
the home squadron, aud was present in all the naval opera- 
tions on the Gulf coast during the Mexican war. In 1847 
he returned to the Naval Academy, and on August 10 was 
promoted to Passed Midshipman. From 1849 to 1851 he was 
with the frigate St. Lawrence, of the North Europe and 
Mediterranean Squadron. In 1851 he was stationed at the 
Naval Observatory in Washington, aad the next year was 
with the storeship Lexington, of the Pacific Squadror. 
From 1853 to 1856 he accompanied the sloop Vincennes, of 
the North Pacific expedition, On the 15th of September, 
1855, he was promoted Master, and the day following was 
commissioned as Lieutenant. In 1856 he was in the steamer 
Michigan, on the lakes. Iu 1857 58 he was at the Naval Ob- 
servatory, then joined the Brazil Squadron, commanded 
the Anacostia in 1859 60, and at the breaking outof the 
war wasonthe Roanoke. In 1862 he was assigned to tho 
New York Navy Yard, and on the 16th of July of that year 
was commissioned Lieutenant-Commander. In 1863 he took 
command of the steam gunboat Chenango. He was well 
down New York Harbor with his boat when her boiler ex- 
ploded, 4 officers and 80 men being lost by the disaster. 
During May, 1864, he was in command of the ironclad Pas- 
saic, in her operations against Fort Sumter. In July follow- 
iug he was in command of the Montauk, operating sgainst 
Battery Pringle, in Stono River, South Carolina. He was 
then sent in command of the steamer Sonoma, of the South 
Atlantic blockading squadron, and in February, 1865, was 
in the engagement with rebel batteries in Tagoda River. In 
1866 he was returned to the Naval Observatory at Washing- 
ton, having done meritorious service on each of the many 
vessels on which he served during the war. 

July 25, 1866, he was promoted Commander and was on 
duty at the Hydrographic Office in 1867-8. In 1860 he com- 
manded the steam sloop Narragansett, of the North Atlantic 
squadron, and in 1870 was on special duty in Washington, 
where for the next two years he was Ohief of the 
Bureau of Equipment. In 1873 he commanded the Shena- 
doah. January 6, 1874, he was promoted Captain, and was 
executive officer of the Norfolk Navy Yard from 1874 to 1876, 
and the next year was in command of the Powhatan. Re- 
turning tu Washington, he was given charge of the rebellion 
records of the Navy, and last March serving as President of 
the Board of Examiners, was assigned to the command of 
the New York Yard. He was promoted Commodore May 7, 
18838. The funeral ceremonies from the Navy Yard took 
place on Monday forenvon, September 29, under direction of 
Rear Admiral Jouett, whose orders in the matter were as 
follows :

The funeral of Commodore fFillebrown occurred 
at 11 o’clock on Thursday morning, at Oak Hill Cemetery, 
in Georgetown, D.C. At the request of the family of the 
deceased, there were no military ceremonies. Rev. Dr. 
Leonard, of St. John’s P. E. Church, performed the burial 
service. The pall bearers selected by tho family were Rear 
Admirals Jenkins, Almy and Pattison, and Commodores 
Franklin and Queen and Surgeon-General Gunnell. Secre- 
tary Chandler, Rear Admiral Nichols, Commodores Walker 
and Schley, aud a large number of other Army and Navy 


officers were in attendance. 


A Fort Leavenworth correspondent, referring to the re- 
cent death at that post of Mrs, Maize, which we noticed last 
week, writes: ‘‘A gloom has been cast over the post by the 
death of Mrs. Maize, wife of Capt. W. R. Maize, 20th Int., 
which occurred here on the evening of the 19thinst. Mrs. 
Maize was well known here and was greatly admired on ac- 
count of her gentle disposition, kind and tender heart, dis- 
interested thoughtfulness for others, and her many attract- 
ive qualities. The 20th Infantry has lost one of its most 
hospitable and attractive ladies, and her death will be greatly 
deplored wherever she was known. The funeral service was 
conducted in the post Chapel by Chaplain Barry, according to

He joined the 75th New 
York Volunteers in 1861 as a sergeant, was appointed ist 
lieutenant of the 111th New York in August, 1862, promoted 
captain in 1863, and mustered out, by reason of wounds, in 
November, 1864, and appointed a captain in the Veteran Re- 
serve Corps. He received the brevets of major and lieu- 
tenant colonel for his gallant and meritorious services during 
the war, and on Jan. 22, 1867, was appointed a Ist lieuten- 
ant of the 42d U. 8. Infantry, and was brevetted captain 
and major in the Regular Army for his services at the bat- 
tles of the Wilderness and Spottsylvania. He served in 1867 
as Judge Advocate of s permanent General Court-martial 
sitting in New York City, and in 1868 was assigned to spe- 
cial duty at the Headquarters Department of the East, 
where he remained until 1870, when he was retired on Dec. 
31 of that year with the rank of lieutenant colonel. Since 
then he has generally resided in New York City and vicinity, 
His wounds received in battle never completely healed and 
they continued to cause him great suffering until the day of 
his death. The funeral ceremonies took place on Friday 
from the Church of the Transfiguration, and were largely 
attended, the Loyal Legion, of which the deceased was a 
member, having many representatives present. He leaves a 
wife but no children, 

Fie.p Marshai Gon. Herwarrt von Bittenfeld, who died a 
few weeks ago at the age of 88, was the oldest officer in the 
German army, and one of the few surviving Germaa veter- 
ans who earned their first laurels at Waterloo or Leipsic.

“SAIL POWER IN WAR VESSELS.” 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


iy your issue of the 27th I find some interesting re- 
marks under the head of ‘‘ Sail Power in War Vessels.” 

This is a subject I have often discussed with naval 
men and in printed notes. It is one of the most im- 
portant points in the efficiency of fighting and cruising 
ships. As we have very few places away from home 
where fuel can be procured, economy and efficiency 
call very loudly for a good supply of canvas. No ves- 
sel of war, entitled to be called acruiser and fighting 
ship, can dispense with power sufticient to give as much 
or more speed under canvas us she can make under 
steam. 

But, the style of rig with the topmasts fidded before, 
as is the case 1n our naval ships, render it quite impossi- 
ble to have full sail power and at the same time be 
able to prepare speedily for battle. The writer of the 
article above alluded to favors only fore and aft sails, 
and 1n this he is right provided we continue to rig our 
ships after the fashion of Van Tromp and other ancient 
mariners. I am an ardent advocate fora large sup- 
ply of fore and aft sails; these I consider indispen- 
sable, but 1 want square yards on at least one mast, but 
they must be so fitted as to be sent down very speedily 
and to be braced nearly fore and aft when steaming 
head to windward. I beg leave to refer you to two 
pamphlets, which I mail to-day, for a full expression of 
my views. 

In the one marked No. 1 you have three plans illus- 
trating my rigs. The first represents a steamer under 
bare poles with the yards braced very sharp; plun 
second represents one with only fore and aft sails set;

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


BETTER PROSPECT FOR THE NEW YORK TROOPS, 


There appears at last the dawn of a better day for the 
National Guard of New York. There is a prospect that their 
services will be better appreciated by the city, as well as by the 
State authorities. While the policy of the latter has for 
several years, in many directions, been a reasonably liboral 
one, the city people, when not in actual need of the State 
soldiers, have been in the habit of completely ignoring them 
and their needs. Not until some of the regiments, for wapvt 
of suitable accommodations, were brought to the verge of 
utter ruin, could the municipal authorities be induced to 
take steps to remedy a piece of neglect of duty which affects 
the interests of the general public, as well as that of the 
soldiers, and which has lasted for years. Delay in this case 
bas not only been dangerous, but also expensive. If 
the matter of armories and parade ground had been 
taken up when their need was first advocated, their sites 
could have been obtained at a much lower figare than at the 
present eleventh hour. But better late than never, and we 

heartily congratulate the National Guard upon securing 
those concessions for which they had labored in vain for 
years. 

The building of these new armories can only oper- 
ate in the direction of improvement of all the or- 
ganizations affected, be they flourishing or low in numbers 
or in discipline, provided the vitality of the latter is not 
entirely gone, which, we fear, is the case in one or more ir- 
stances. 

The payment of transportation for organizations to dis- 
tant grounds for inspection by the State is a matter of sim- 
ple justice, and now, after the allowance has been made, it 
is surprising that the troops should have not only submited 
tamely to a downright imposition, but supplied the means 
for its continuance out of their own funds. The 7th, 8th, 9th 
and 22d will! avail themselves under the new arrangements for 
transportation to tho Van Cortlandt Farm as a place for their 
inspection, and the suitability of the latter for a parade 
ground will thus receive a fair test. Thus a small act of 
justice on the part of the State will probably become the 
father of a more important act on the part of the city, and 
the Guard may receive their drill ground sooner than they 
expected. 

It is a matter of 1ezret that the Van Cortlandt estate is not 
within easier reach of the troops, but, as the matter stands, 
it is the most available spot. The ground, although 
a great deal is to be done in the line of filling in, grading, 
etc., to transform it into a level parade, is of ample size to 
accommodate any number of troops the State is likely to put 
in the field at one time, and is probably the best piece of 
property which can be obtained for the purpose. It can be 
reached by elevated railroad from the South Ferry in little 
more than an hour, and the march from the station to the 
grounds hardly occupies five minutes. The vicinity affords 
ample opportunities for skirmishing, and as it is intended 
to erect a rifle range on the spot, the grounds, if purchased 
by the city, will furnish all desirable facilities for a place 
for military manwuvres. The immediate vicinity lacks 
liquor and beer saloons—a fact thonga probably not sppre- 
ciated by some, will certainly be hailed with favor by the 
recent organized ‘temperance companies” of the 12th; 
it also obyistes the necessity for provost guards, So that 

n view of all these facts, we can only come to the conclu- 
sion that the Guard has at last found what they have been 
looking for so long, and express the hope that immediate 
Weasures willbe taken to secure the grounds and put them 
into suitable shape,

THE BUFFALO INSPECTION.

‘The staff of the 
4th division ; Brizadier-General Jewett of the Eighth 
Brigade and staff ; Colonel Bloomer of the Seventy-fourth 
Regiment and staff ; and staff of the 65th Regiment. The 
ceremonies were imposing, and were conducted in the pres- 
ence and with the assistauece of a large number of Masons, 
representing all the lodges of Buffalo, who were escorted 
to the scene by the 65th Regiment and the 7th Battery. 
The 65th Regiment Band delivered an overture after which 
General Rogers made his remarks, from which we reproduce 
the following : 

Within these walls will assemb!e young men imbued with the 
sentiment that their duty to their country ands more of 
them than the daily routine duties of citizenship. While work- 
ing cheerfully for the support of their families, they forget not 
other duties that may be required of them. Next to the tie of 
blood, that which binds man to his country is the strongest. 
Tuey will come here to learn those duties which are prompted 
by the highest instincts of our nature—patriotiem and love of 
country. They will come hereto put to practical test duties 
which may be of practical value totheir country. The ambition 
of the National Guardsman is, in my estimation, of the highest 
type that adorns American manbood, He sacrifices time and 
money to perfect bimsel{ iu the duties of the soldier, and he does 
so from a sense of duty. At no time in the history of the National 
Guard in this State has it been so efficient as it is to-day. Each 
year the Guardsman is taken to the rifle range and there taught 
the principles of rifle practice, and the scores made by our local 
military have not been exceeded by the best organizations in the 
State. Many of them have become expert in the use of the rifle, 
and few would miss their man at 200 yards. 

The fact that a well organized and eMcient military force exists, 
ready at short notice to respond to the call of the authortties, 
tends to prevent lawlessness. I cannot too strovgly urge ail citi- 
zens, and especially those who have large interests, to encourage 
the maintenance of this comparatively inexpensive military es- 
tablishment. Do not ignore the efforts of those who voluntarily 
and witbout reward assume the duties of the soldier. The aver- 
age citizen knows very little of the timeand labor required of a 
captain to instruct and discipline his company, or the very oner- 
ous duties of a colonel in conducting the affairs of his regiment 
and moulding it into ao efficient military body. And when they 
have men willing and even anxious to do their duty, I know from 
personal experience bow discouraging it is to be thwarted by citi- 
zens whose iutereste they are working to protect with a zeal 
which should entitle them to the highest commendation, 

Ineed only refer to the inspection of the two regiments last 
week to prove what I have asserted. Seventy-two per cent. was 
the largest attendance on those occasions, [Lt should have been 
at least ninety-five. The cause is attributed to the refusal of the 
employers of the absentees to aliow them to perform their duty 
on this, the most impor ant parade of the year, 

I embrace this occasion to urge upon our fellow-citizens to 
foster.and encourage our military organizations. The State, as 
required by the Constitution, makes provision for their equip- 
mentand accommodation. Their proper equipment, however, 
depends largely on the percentage of attend atp d It 
will be seen, therefore, how much their interests may be sub- 
served, and their eflicleucy promoted by simply permitting their 
employees to attend the parades, With a service of thirty-eight 
years in the militia and Natioual Guard of the State, 1 have spent 
a large measure of time in endeavoring, in my humble way, to 
promote its efficiency. The importance of maintaining and msk- 
ing our Natioval Guard thoroughly efficient is worthy the b-st 
efforts oi any man, and the necessity is each year becoming more 
apparent.- The people who value their liberties so little as uct 
to be prepared at short notice to defend them do not deserve to 
be free. The State at great cost erects this building for the use 
of ite citizen soldiers. The Siate has a right to expect that i‘s 
liberality will be properly appreciated by our citizens, and that 
every encouragement will be afforded to our locsl organizations 
to make them thoroughly reliable and efficient soldiers, 

In the neighboring province of Canada the employer who 
would not allow bia employees to join the volunteers or respond 
cheerfully to every call of duty is at once branded as disloyal to 
his Government. Sncha public sentiment is very much needed, 
it appears to me, in tho city of Buffalo, Encouragement on the 
part of our citizens will swell and keep the ranks of the two regi- 
ments in this city tothe maximum. Lot it uot be withheld,

FOREIGN NOTES. 


Tne traffic receipts of the Suez Canal Sept. 5th amounted 
to 140,000f., against 80,000f. on the corresponding day of last 
year. 

Tue German corvette Prince Adalbert has orders to pro- 
ceed from Asia to Panama, where she will find orders to sail 
for Angra Pequena. 

Tue annual caravan conveying the Holy Carpet to Mecca 
left Cairoon the 6th September, with the usual ceremonial 
in presence of the Khedive. Lieutenant-General Stephenson 
also attended at the head of the British troops, who were 
paraded for the occasion. 

Tue German Admiralty have appointed a committee of 
naval officers to decide on the beat type of torpedo-boat to 
be: adopted in the German Navy. A competition has been 
arranged, in which two Thornycroft boats, two boats made 
by the Vulcan Company, of Stettin, and one boat of the firm 
of Schichau, of Elbing (the second boat from that yard 
being still on the stocks) are to take part. A grand trial 
will be made of these boats ia Eckeraforde Bay, near Kiel. 

STATEMENTS which have been received in Paris respectio& 
the wreck of the French transport Aveyron, with 700 men on 
board, testify in the most cordial manner to the hospitality 
and assistance offered by the English authorities at Aden to 
the shipwrecked men. Magnificent tents were erected for 
their accommodation, and a subscription was opened among 
the troops in garrison at Aden for th© purpose of supplying 
theFrench soldiers and sailors with Wine. The Eoglish, in 
fact, did everything in their power to make their guests com- 
fortable, and their kindness was fully appreciated. 

Tue English press is unanimous in urging upon the Gov- 
ernment its immediate attention to the state of the navy, 
and the question is attracting unusual attention and discus- 
sion. The European press vonsider that England has no- 
thing to fear while she continues to hold her coaling sta- 
tions in all parts of the world. 

Apvices received from Cairo early this week stated that 
General Wolseley had started for the front, but it was uu- 
certain whether he really intends to attempt an expedition 
by boats to the Upper Nile.

OrpeErs have been received at Chatham to hasten forward 
for commission the turret skip Ajaz, 4, 8510 tons, 6440 horse 
power, one of the [nflex:bdle class of vessels,*and the steel ar- 
mored turret and ram ship, Conqueror, 6, 6200 tons, 4660 
horse power, neither of which have yet hoisted the pennant. 
The Ajaz is expected to be out of hand in thecourse of a few 
week’s time. The Conqueror was launched at Chatham 
about twelvemonths since. Both vessels are being fitted 
with the electric light. 

Tue manufacture of the new steel guns, chiefly for the 
English Navy, is proceeding briskiy at Woolwich, and up- 
wards of 490 have been finished, nearly enough to complete 
the armament of the smaller shipz. Nearly half of these are 
6 inch breechloadere. Larger guns for the armor plated 
ships are in course of construction, so that before very long 
the Royal Navy willbe furnished with an armament on the 
newest and most approved principle. All the guns are of 
the class recently described by Colonel Maitland, in a lec- 
ture delivered at the United Service Institution, as the latest 
combination of all that is best in all the best systems of 
other countries.
